Van Dusen Botanical 
Display Garden 

37th and Oak St. 

Because of the unique West 
Coast climate, this garden 
contains one of the most 
comprehensive collections of 
ornamental plants in Canada. 
Especially featured are rho- 
dodendrons, spring bulbs, 
summer annuals and heath- 
ers. This 55 acre garden also 
contains many large pieces of 
sculpture, many of which 
were carved on site during 
the International Stone Sculp- 
ture Symposium in 1975. All 
the lakes on the site are man 
made, and the fountain in the 
entrance area is a gift from 
the Swedish Society that 
depicts the contribution made 
by Swedish Canadians to the 
economic and cultural life of 
British Columbia. Admission 
to the garden is gained 
through the Garden Pavilion 
which houses a gift shop and 
cafeteria. 

Van Dusen Gardens is also 
the home of MacMillan 
Bloedel Place — a unique 
forest interpretive centre 
where you can experience “A 
Walk in the Forest” (p 12).

This 404 hectares of natural 
woodlands with its nature 
trails, gardens, picnic sites 
and playing fields is within 
walking distance of down- 
town Vancouver. A 10 kilo- 
metre Seawall, encircles the 
park for those wishing to 
walk and enjoy the variety of 
sea views. The park is a holi- 
day in itself. There’s a minia- 
ture train that kiddies love 
and a children’s zoo, where 
youngsters can walk safely 
amid baby animals. There’s a 
regular zoo, too, with mon- 
keys and polar bears and frol- 
icking otters. Tennis courts, 
miniature golf, a giant-size 
checkerboard, and lawn 
bowling greens await the 
enthusiasts. Malkin Bowl is 
the home of summer theatre 
and many sporting events are 
held at Brockton Oval. Res- 
taurants, coffee shop and 
snack bars are in the park.

Park and Tilford Gardens 
1240 Cotton Rd., 
District of North Vancouver 


Open year round the gardens 
are a delight both day and 
night. Eight separate areas, 
some with fountains, or avi- 
aries have been designed to 
include a Rose Garden, a 
B.C. Native Wood Garden, a 
tranquil Oriental Garden and 
other colourful plantings.

This 52 hectare mid- 
city oasis was built on the site 
of an abandoned rock quarry. 
Its rolling lawns are 
interspersed with paths lead- 
ing to a Rose Garden, Sunken 
Garden, Arboretum and the 
colourful 75th Anniversary 
Quarry Gardens.

Vancouver’s history is pre- 
served at this museum which 
has the largest civic collec- 
tion in Canada. Here you see 
the Lipsett collection of Brit- 
ish Columbia artifacts, full 
size replicas of a trading post, 
aC.P.R. passenger car, a 
Victorian parlour and an 
Edwardian bedroom. Other 
wings are devoted to Pacific 
Northwest Coast Indian cul- 
ture and to our natural envi- 
ronment in B.C. Information:

St. Roch — Vanier Park, 
1905 Ogden St. 


This historic schooner makes 
it’s home in the same build- 
ing as the Maritime Museum, 
and is a National Historic 
Site. The St. Roch was built 
in Vancouver in 1928 and 
made her name during the 
2nd World War when she 
demonstrated Canadian sov- 
ereignty in the Arctic. She 
has the distinction of being 
the first vessel to complete 
the North West passage in 
both directions, and was also 
the first to circumnavigate the 
North American Continent. 
Today she is fully restored 
and visitors are welcome to 
tour the entire ship — stem to 
stern — on a daily basis. Call

TOUR NUMBER 1 


To reach Vancouver’s North 
Shore with its special attrac- 
tions, drive west along 
Georgia Street, and cross 
Lions Gate Bridge. Take the 
right hand lane which leads to 
North Vancouver’s Marine 
Drive. Ease into the left lane 
so that you can turn left on to 
Capilano Road at the first 
traffic light. 

On the way up to Grouse 
Mountain turn left off Capi- 
lano Road on to Capilano 
Park Way. This road leads to 
a park beside the Capilano 
River, forest trails, and the 
Capilano Salmon Hatchery 
(page 12). 

After visiting the hatchery 
turn left back on to Capilano 
Road and follow this road to 


the top where it becomes 
Nancy Greene Way to the 
base terminal of the Grouse 
Mountain Superskyride (p. 
12). Returning down Capi- 
lano Road past the bottom of 
Nancy Greene Way is Cleve- 
land Dam Park (page 13) and 
the Capilano Suspension 
Bridge (page 12). Continue 
down Capilano Road to the 
Marine Drive intersection and 
turn right. Ease into the cen- 
tre lane and drive to West 
Vancouver. 


On your left, almost below 
the bridge is Ambleside Park 
with its beaches. 

The Park Royal Shopping 
Centre is located on both 
sides of Marine Drive just 
beyond the first major inter- 
section, Taylor Way. 


As you continue along 
Marine Drive, past residential 
areas, the setting becomes 
increasingly rural. 

Watch for the entrance to 
Lighthouse Park (page 4) on 
your left, at Beacon Lane, 
which is approximately 8 
kilometres west of Lions 
Gate Bridge. 

Marine Drive continues to 
Horseshoe Bay (page 19). 
West from Horseshoe Bay 
you’ll discover Whytecliffe 
park (page 4). 

Return by way of Upper Lev- 
els Highway (with its vantage 
points overlooking Fisher- 
man’s Cove and Eagle 
Island) until you reach the 
turn off for Lynn Valley Road 
North. Follow this road to 
Lynn Valley Park where 
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TOUR NUMBER 2 


From downtown Vancouver 
cross the Burrard Street 
bridge, use the right hand 
lane and turn right at the first 
street, Chestnut Street, and 
you will arrive at Vanier Park 
the site of the H. R. MacMil- 
lan Planetarium (page 11), 
Vancouver Museum (page 5), 
and the Maritime Museum 
(page 5). Excellent views of 
the West End (which is sec- 
ond in density only to Man- 
hattan) make this an ideal 
spot for pictures. 

Back on to Cornwall Street, 
which soon becomes Point 
Grey Road, you pass Kitsi- 
lano Beach (with one of the 
first engines to pull a train 
across Canada). 
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At Alma Road is the Old 
Hastings Mill Store Museum 
(page 5). 

Turn up Alma Road to Fourth 
Avenue then turn right and 
follow the scenic route, past 
Locarno and Jericho Beaches 
and Spanish Banks, on to the 
grounds of The University of 
British Columbia. Here 
you’ ll find Nitobe Gardens 
(page 3) and The Museum of 
Anthropology (page 6). 
Information kiosks provide 
maps for a walking tour of 
the campus. 

Follow Marine Drive past 
golf courses and estates to 
70th Avenue and continue to 
Oak Street. 

(Note: the following side trip 
to Richmond can be omitted 





if time is a problem, or can 
be taken as a separate day 
trip). 

Turn right on to Oak Street 
and cross the bridge to Rich- 
mond. Follow Hwy. 99 to the 
Steveston cut-off and turn 
right. Beautiful Bota Gardens 
(page 3) is nearby. Continue 
until you reach the unique 
fishing village of Steveston 
(page 19). 

From Steveston return by the 
same way to Hwy. 99, turn 
right and go through the 
George Massey Tunnel. Stay 
in the outside lane and take 
the first turn off to the right 
— Ladner — stay on River 
Road for about 8 kilometres 
at Westham Island Rd. turn 
right and follow the signs to 








take your own tour drive 


you’ll find a Suspension 
Bridge and Ecological Centre 
(page 12). Returning down 
Lynn Valley Road turn left at 
Mountain Highway and con- 
tinue to Keith Road. Turn 
right here, then left at the 
next intersection and you'll 
discover the Park and Tilford 
Gardens (page 4). On leaving 
the Gardens turn right on to 
‘Cotton, which changes to 
Third St. and then becomes 
Marine Drive. 

Follow Marine Drive, taking 
the Vancouver turn-off on to 
the Lions Gate Bridge, and 
return to starting point. 





Capilano Suspension Bridge.

George C. Reifel Waterfowl 
Refuge. Return to Ladner 
Trunk Rd., turn right for 6 
blocks to Highway 17, turn

Oak St. Bridge. Follow Oak Historic Totem Poles. 
St. to 37th Ave. and the Van

Go right on 33rd to 
Cambie St. and Queen Eliza- 
beth Park (page 4), with its 
Bloedel Conservatory (page 
11) and superb views of Van- 
couver and surrounding dis- 
tricts. Follow Cambie Street, 
past City Hall at 12th Ave- 
nue, then cross the Cambie 
Street bridge into downtown 
Vancouver.

Simon Fraser University 
(SFU) (page 19) is just part of 
a tour that includes visits to 
points of interest in Burnaby 
and New Westminster.

CUSTOM REGULATIONS 
FOR U.S.A. RESIDENTS 


Visiting Canada for more 
than 48 hours — United 
States residents returning 
from Canada may take back, 
once every 30 days, 
merchandise for personal or 
household use to the value of 
$300, duty and tax free, 
provided they have remained 
in Canada for 48 hours. 
Members of a family 
household travelling together 
may combine their personal 
exemptions. The exemption 
applies only on accompanied 
goods; anything shipped later 
is subject to duty. 

Under the foregoing 
exemption, up to 100 cigars 
and 1 quart of alcoholic 


-beverages may be imported 


by individuals over 21 years 
of age. 200 cigarettes per 
person allowed. If, however, 
the State laws of residence 
prohit importation of such 
alcohol, United States 
Customs will not clear. 
Visiting Canada for less 
than 48 hours — Residents 
of the United States visiting 
Canada for less than 48 hours 
may take back, for personal 
or household use, 
merchandise to the value of 
$25 duty free. Such 
exemptions must not include 
more than 50 cigarettes; 10 
cigars; /2 pound 
manufactured tobacco; 4 
ounces of alcoholic 
perfumery. Members of a 
family are not permitted to 
combine the value of their 
purchases under this 
exemption. 

Gifts worth a maximum of 
$25 retail may be shipped to 
friends at home (limit one gift 
to one person per day).
